BUSY AT LAKESIDE. 

Horsemen at Lakeside are taking advan- 
tage of the mild weather and are sending 
their charges along at top speed in prepara- 
tion for the coming local racing season, now 
only two weeks hence. 

The Roby track at present is in better 
shape than ever before at this time of year, 
and makes an ideal place to prepare a horse 
for a strenuous campaign, for aside from the 
track there are a number of stretches of 
broad road near by, admirably suited to gal- 
lop a horse over. 

The stables at present are nearly all occu- 
pied, and new arrivals are the rule daily, 
perhaps 250 horses being at the track. The 
latest addition to those quartered at the In- 
diana track are those of Frank Doss and 
J. B. Sheridan, who arrived Monday from 
California. In the former string are Mee- 
hanus, Ed Adack and Bedner,the first named 
two purchased by Mr. Doss in California re- 
cently from Caesar Young and J. T. Stewart. 
In Sheridan’s lot are Mimo, Pope Leo, Algar- 
etta, and several two-year-olds. 

C. E. Waters is expected to arrive tomor- 
row from Texas with six horses, including 
Dr. Stephens. 

All the horses quartered at the track are 
looking in grand shape, and are far enough 
advanced in their preparation to go out and 
race at this early date. The horses that were 
campaigned at New Orleans during the win- 
ter show no ill effects, and the rest they 
have had since coming to Roby will do them 
a lot of good. 

S. G. Morton’s Hoodwink, which he pur- 
chased from C. E. Brossman at the close of 
the local racing season, has been fired in one 
of her fore legs, where she had developed a 
splint. The firing process will not necessar- 
ily cause a long let-up in her training, and 
she should be a strong factor in the Lakeside 
racing. The others in the Morton string are 
all doing well, especially Agnes Mack, which 
has developed into a grand looking filly. 
Compass and the speedy sprinter Silver 
Fringe were sold by Mr. Morton before leav- 
ing New Orleans. The promising apprentice 
rider, J. Booker, vrho rode some good races 
at the Crescent City, will do the riding for 
- the stable, and the horses will again be 
trained by George Baker. 

D. Lamasney’s string, consisting of Al- 
bula, Allopath, Radford, Reeves, Soothsayer, 
Haldee and Maple, with the exception of the 
last named, appear healthy and are work- 
ing in great shape. Maple was injured while 
at New Orleans, and will not be gotten ready 
for the Lakeside meeting. Mr. Lamasney’s 
present intention is to race the remainder of 
his string at the Lakeside meeting, and when 
it is over ship his horses to Toronto, Ont., 
and race the remainder of the season on the 
Canadian circuit. 

G. B. Watkins’ seven youngsters, all Illi- 
nois bred, the get of The Hero and Peter 
McCue, are receiving a great deal of atten- 
tion from the horsemen at the track. Re- 
port has iL that they have outworked any- 
thing in the baby division and there is not 
one in the lot that can not work a quarter 
better than 23i seconds. If appearances 
count for anything, there are several in the 
string that should turn out to be good racers, 
especially during the early part of the sea- 
son when short dashes are the rule. 

Walter Hedges’ lot of fourteen are all doing 
well, and are far enough advanced in their 
training to give the owner the belief that he 
will be able to send several to the post on 
the opening day. The star of the stable, 
Gregor K., is permitted to take things easy, 
and is not being hurried, as it is the owner’s 
present policy not to start the son of Phoe- 
nix at the I.akeside meeting, and it is ex- 
tremely doubtful If he faces the flag until 
the Hawthorne meeting begins. Haydon, 
which was gelded before going into winter 
quarters, is a much improved horse, and 
gives every indication of becoming a useful 
racer during the coming season. He was 
worked recently three-quarters in 1:20 under 
a stout pull. Wing Dance, which is being 
handled by Hedges for Hennessey, is an- 
other one that shows marked improvement 
in her work, and will give a good account of 
herself at the beginning of the season. 

The horse Malory, Keating & Hecker’s de- 
pendence** for the American Derby,, which 
has been extensively backed in the future 
books, has again bowed his tendons and 
will hardly stand training. The horse is a 
grand looking one and his former owner, 
“Brown Dick,’’ thought him the equal of 
Ben Brush as a two-year-old, but his bad 
legs caused a postponement of his debut on 
the turf. Several applications of blisters 
have been applied to his legs but it does 
^ not seem to be beneficial to him.

GENERAL JACKSON DEAD. 



General William H. Jackson, a noted Con- 
federate cavalry leader, and the proprietor 
of the Belle Meade Stock Farm, died at his 
home. Belle Meade, near Nashville, Monday 
afternoon. He was 68 years oid, and had been 
in failing health for more than a year and 
dangerously ill for several "^eeks past. Ke 
was graduated from West Point in 1856, and 
w'ent to New Mexico, where he participated 
in a number of Indian fights with Kit Car- 
son and other scouts. He resigned his com- 
mission, however, at the opening of the civil 
war to enter the Confederate service. Since 
the war he has devoted himself to agricul- 
ture and the breeding of thoroughbred run- • 
ning horses, some of the most noted per- , 
formers of the American turf having been ^ 
bom at famous Belle Meade. Two children, ' 
William H. Jackson, Jr., and Mrs. Seline El- , 
listen, survive him.

Michael F. Dwyer is expected to arrive in 
New York from his winter vacation at Rut- 
ledge, Fla., this week and assume the watch- 
ful supervision that he gives the preparation 
of his horses every year. At last it looks as 
though Mr. Dwyer has gathered together a 
formidable string of racers, and will return 
to the prominent station he occupied on the 
turf before his unsuccessful journey to Eng- 
land in company with Mr. Croker several 
years ago. Africander, the star of the 
Dwyer stable, is going briskly, and is the 
most fancied of all three-year-olds in train- 
ing at Gravesend. Philip J. Dwyer is expect- 
ed to reach Washington during the Bennings 
meeting, from Florida. None of the horses 
belonging to either of the Dwyer brothers 
will be seen at the post before the Aqueduct 
game begins. 

James Robertson, who took his string from 
New Orleans to Bennings about ten days 
ago, has had more or less illness in his stable 
since arriving. In this respect he is not un- 
like many other owners whose stables have 
journeyed from the south. None have suf- 
fered so severely as has Mr. Thomas Hitch- 
cock, Jr., who, as a result of the trip from 
Aiken, S. C., lost two horses, Dick Thomp- 
son, the steeplechaser, and Royal Middy, a 
tw’o -year- old. Great American, in Mr. Rob- 
ertson’s string, has been ailing ever since his 
arrival at Washington, and last Saturday he 
was in such a bad way that it was decided 
to put him out of his misery by shooting 
him. Great American w'as anything but a 
stake horse, but he was a useful campaigner, 
and Mr. Robertson had hoped to land more 
than one purse with him before the season 
w^as very old. Other owners who have had 
horses on the ailing list report their charges 
as doing very well, and the indications at 
present are that all of them will have a clean 
bill of health to show before the opening of 
the season in New York. 

Alfred Featherstone’ s big string of thor- 
oughbreds will leave Kentucky for Morris 
Park the second week in April. Mr. Feath- 
erstone, who has spent the winter in New 
York, will leave for Kentucky early next 
week to look over the lot with trainer Bauer.
